Since then she has had a letter 
from her wounded soldier boy, who 
is now in a hospital in England. 
His letter is necessarily brief as he 
is confined to bed, yet it is very 
cheerful and he hopes soon to be 
about again, although he is carry- 
ing two pieces of lead. He states he 
was not found for a day and a half 
after he was wounded and had 
about given up all hope when his 
comrades appeared.

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Fertile Areas in the North 


Great Opportunities Offered for Live 
Stock Production 

A tour of the northern part of 
3ritish Columbia was recently taken 
by Premier Brewster, Dean Klinck 
and a number of others to study the 
resources of the new districts. 

Studying the situation from_ the 
standpoint of the farmer Prof, Klinck 
was impressed with the great oppor- 
tunity for live stock producticn on 
the immense tracts of land north of 
the Peace River. He noted pattic- 
tlarly the favorable conditions in the 
Pouce Coupe district for grain and 
stock, From information gleafied on 
the spot it was learned that so far 
very little more than five per cent. of 
the vast fertile area is under crop. 
Four thousand acres are sown to 
wheat, seven thousand to oats, and 
two thousand to barley. While a 
great deal of land has been taken 
up, thirteen thousand acres only, con- 
stituting five per cent. of the whole, 
are cultivated and producing. 

Five years ago the Pouce Coupe 
district $s not open to sattlement 
and tod says Dean Klinck, at a 
conservative estimate, approaching a 
inillion bushels of grain will be ex- 
ported as the season’s crop. This 
sticcess is largely due to their ap- 
preciation of the value of live stock, 
for at no point between there and 
Vrince George has live stock been 
gone in for to such an extent as in 
the Pouce Coupe distri The whole 
locality, says Dean Klinck, forms an 
extremely fertily tract, very sparse- 
ly wooded in places, but for the most 
part it is open prairic, gently un- 
dulating affording splendid drainage. 

In the Bulkeley Valley a wide

range of ficld crops. are growing 
most successfully, fall and spring 
wheat being noteworthy. In this 


connection Prof. Klinck was partic- 
ularly gratified since the samples of 
wheat he inspected were from crops 
promising a yield of from thirty-five 
to forty bushels to the acre. When 
it is borne in mind that the average 
prairie crop gives a return of from 
twenty to thirty bushels it was a 
matter of congratulation for the 
Bulkeley Valley farmers and at the 
sane time preof of what can be done 
west of the Rockies in the way 
grain growing, Oats and barley and 
occasional small areas devoted to 
potatoes and roots were also novec 
with satisfaction. ; 
Up to the present time very little 
las been done in the cultivation © 
grasses and clover but wherever 
tried in an experimental way the dis- 
trict Has Prercs well adapted, Th 
this as well as in otter sections vis 
ted the same difficulty of seatteres 
cettlements presented itself. The dif- 
ficulty of securing land close to rail- 
ways had hindered development to 
an alarming deeree in the Bulkeley 
Valley.

The War in the Kitchen 
Decision of the War a Question of 
Food Supplies 

In every attempt to save food ma- 
terials—and such an attempt should 
be made in the preparation of every 
meal, whether by the housewife at 
home or the chef in the hotel or res- 
taurant—certain facts should be kept 


in mind: “Our problem is to feed our 
allies this winter by setiding them as 


much food as we can of the most 
concentrated nutritive value in the 
least shipping space. ‘These foods 


are wheat, beef, pork, dairy products 
and sugar. Our solution is to cat 
less of these and more of other foods 
of which we have an abundance and 
to waste less of all foods.” The lan- 
guage is that of the United States 
food administration. 

The other side of this—the side 
we have been overlooking too gener- 
ally—is that now is the time for all 
who can afford to do so to eat many 
of those things that we have former- 
ly regarded as luxuries. “Use more 
chicken, fish, hare, rabbit, duck, goose 
and egg dishes of all kinds.” This 
will not only add to attractiveness of 
the table but will allow those other 
foods of concentrated nutritive valuc 
to be sent to our allies in France. 

Not only should there be no waste 
but careful thought should be used 
in vic preparation of each menu, to 
the\ end that the selection of foods 
shall conform to the needs of the un- 
precedented situation created by the 
great conflict. Important engage- 
ments of this war are to be fought 
in the Canadian kitchen.—Brandon 
Sun.

Soldiers in training for active ser- 
vice, or fully trainéd and held in re- 
serve, are most carefully inspected as 
to their physical condition, Only 
men in the category  teclinically 
known as “A-1” may be withdrawn 
from the reserves to serve in the 
trenches in France, however  press- 
ing may be the call from the front 
for reinforcements.

Over Two-Thirds of sThem Last 
Year Came From United 
States 


Canadian imports of toys ior the 
fiscal year ended March 31/1917, 
show that out of a total of $930,066, | 
worth $621,504 came from the Unit- 
ed States. Japan ranked next with 
$179,465, while of the balance $99, 
004 came from the United Kingdom | 
and about $20,000 from France.
